The @nbumption vf Great Britain was 
abody 344 pounds, and the United States 
84 pounds, while the average cOnsump- 
tion "6f{ the’ world was only about 17 
podade'per bead of popalation, It was 
shown that the consumption per bead 
was steadily on the increase, and that 
aently the annual production was 
being enlarged so rapidly as to double 
, ; and it wae predicted after 
» al owance for afl drawbacks, 
such as the wars which have uubappily 
taken place in the interval beyoud 
any possible expectation, that in 1875 the 
prodaction of iron would surely reach 
14,000,000 tons. The actual retarns 
show" that ‘in 1871 the production 
amounted to 13,500,000 tons, and iv 
1872 ae 14,000,000 will undonbt- 
edly nit so that the estimate made 
in 1856 iswpore ‘than’ realized, Mean- 
while the vdnsomption bas risen in Eng- 
lang to 200 pounds, in the United States 
to 150 pounds, and in the whole world to 
30 poutids per head. It is not. possibl 
to convey a more striking idea of the 
progress of the world, during the last 17 
years, than this statement effurds The 
consumption of iron measures the pro- 
gress of, civilization, and itis impossible 
ot to Believe that the whole world will 
ultizately require aa much iron per head 
as we now. ase in the United States, when 
a tata! annual prodaction of over 70), 
000;400 tons will be required.” The 
speuker then dwelt upon the comparative 
cost of iron in Great. Britain and tbe 
United States, and the relative yield ot 
the article in the two countries, aud suid: 
“But as Great Britain cannot possibly 
maintain ber rate of increuse, there docs 
not seem rvom for a doubt that our 
annual production will reach at least 10,- 
000,000, and wiil probably amount to 
15,000,000 tons before the close of the 
present century, This means that 25,- 
000,000 to 40,000,000 tous of iron ore 
shalt be anuually extracted from our 
mines, and that our coal production will 
exceed 100,000,000 tons per annum, 
reqaiced for iron and other’ branches of 
industry, It means that an investment 
of capital to the amount of $500,000,000 
at least,and probably $1000,000,000 shall 
be made io opening mines, erecting works, 
aud supplying the requisite machioery of 
production.” From the above our readers 
will‘gain some idea of the magnitude of 
the iron interest throughout the, world, 
snd ‘now important itis to British Colum- 
bia that the extent and character of ‘her 
iron..resources should be made known 
abroad. Iron ore bas been discovered in 
various Joealities east of the Cascade 
Range, in the form of red and brown 
bematites, and elthough the ores 
are sich and exist in large qnan- 
tities, their great distence inland from 
the coast, and from navigable waters, 
render them unavailable at present; be- 
fore wiipy years, however, in view of 
railway communication, these beds of 
ore will become of great value to the 
Province... On Queen Charlotte Island, 
near the head of Skidegate Bay, an ex- 
tensive and valuable bed of ore of the 
black,oxide or magnatite variety, bas 
been’ discovered on the lands of’ the 
Queen Charlotte Coal Mining Company. 
It occurs in a bed of clay slate, in close 
imity, to veins of anthracite eoal. 
ow far it extends has not yet been 
determined. Several assays of the ore 
have ‘been made by the Government 
Asssyer at New Westminster, and have 
yielded aboot 53 per cent of iron. This 
discovery, should it be as extensive os 
anticipated, muat- prove not only 
profitable to the owners, bot of very 
great advantege to the Province. Mag- 
natite is the most important ore of iron 
in Norway, Sweden and Rassis, : aud 
Swedish iron from this ore is largely im- 
ported into England for the menofactare 
of the finer qualities of steel. The situa- 
tion of this bed of ore in close proximity 
to a good harbor, and also to autbracite 
coal, suitable for smelting it, ought to 
commend it to the attention of capital- 
ists. There is a great and increasing 
demand. for pig iron in California and 
Oregon. The supplies for their nomer- 
ous foundries bave to be imported from 
England and the Atlantic States at 
heavy cost—freights ranging from $10 to 
$14 per ton—and recen:ly she price of

The Great African Explorer 
Once More. 


WEST INDIES, 


Havaya, July 2—Ool. Hallatt telegraphs 
from Serrio Diora, June 25th, that twenty- 
two leaders from the Faupie landed a val- 
uable cargo of guns and amusition. She 
got aground and is now burning withia sight. 
The expedition consisted of 56 men, and was 
commanded by Peralt. The expedition 
landed and buried the cargo. It was at- 
tacked by filibusters, killing Peralt, and 
captured their flag and important correspond- 
ence of Cespedes; five prisoners were secured. 


BASTERN STATES. 


Wasaixatox, July 2—Dr. T. T. Minor has 
been appointed surgeon of the Marine Huspi- 
tal, Port Townsend, Wasbington Territory. 

The President to-day made several appoiat 
meats of Postmasters; the former incumbents 
were suspended under the tenure of cffice 
Act. Onty routine business is being trans- 
acted by Secretaries Boutwell and Delano 
and Attorney General Williams, they being 
the only heads of departments present. The 
President did not return to Long Branch as 
announced, but returns to.morrow to receive 
the Apache lodian delegates. 

To day was the bottest of the season, mer- 
cury standing at 99° in the shade. 

New You, July 2—Greeley started for 
Boston this p. m. 

Boston, July 2—Weather has greatly mod- 
erated; at four this evening the thermometer 
stands 75°—sa fall of 20° in five hours. 

Cixciynati, July 2—James Warner, a well 
known lawyer, while consulting with one of 
his partners, was taken suddenly ill and died 
in a few minutes. 

Loxe Braxcu, July 2—The attendance at 
the races was immense. The great event 
was the Monmouth Cup, two anda half miles, 
for which there were twelve entries, fora 
purse of $15,000. The only starts were Joba 
Harper's ‘Longfellow’? and J. McDaniei’s 
‘*Harry Bassett.’’ There was great excite~ 
ment as the borses were led upon the track, 
saddied and mounted; Basset drew the inside 
aod started off without troable, both borses 
getting uway together; for the firet half mile 
they ran neck and neck, the two horses 
warmiog up to the work, and passed the 
grand stand side by side. The excitement of 
the spectators was intense; for a mile and a 
half the position of the borses was the same, 
but Basset at his best, while Longtellow was 
ruoniog under pull. As the horses the 
second time round passed the grand stand, 
Longfellow's rider let him go. From the 
moment that Longfellow’s rider called on 
him, he drew away from Bassett, and it was 
evident all was over with the latter, and 
though his tider plied his whip and spur 
without stint, Longtellow drew steadily 
ahead, increasing bis lead until the finish, 
when he came in an easy winver in 3:32, and 
nearly 20 lengths ahead. Immense sume 
were lost on the race by the New Yorkers; 
Joho Morrissey is among the heavy losers. 
The dash race was acknowledged to be the 
finest ever contested on the American track. 

Bostox, July 2—There were 20 cases of 
sun-stroke yesterday, which resulted futally. 
A number of otbers are in a critical condi~ 
tion, 

New Yorx, July 2—The coroners are to- 
day uotified fur inquest of 28 victims of sun. 
struke; sume 40 deaths are reported. The 
beat was intense to.day; the thermometer 
reached 102° in the shade. 

The J/era'd’s Loudon special dispatch says 
that letters bave been received frum Stanley, 
the Livingstone explorcr, of which the fol- 
lowing isa summary: ‘From E:regamytu- 
bie, where Stanley arrived in September las, 
J intended advancing on Ujuji, but Nesmbo, 
King of Ujuji, declined; uo caravan should 
pass Ujuji without it passed over bis body. 
The Arabs declured war aud anticipated a 
victory. I gave them assistance the first 
day, and in concert with the Arubs attacked 
two villages, captured and killed and drove 
away the inbabiiants. The third day the 
Arabs were attacked and routed with terrible 
slaughter. On the fourth day my own men, 
after considerable difficuly, reached the 
suburbs of Ujuji, I entered firing guos and 
carrying the American flag; the astonished 
natives fucked round in crowds with deafen- 
ing shouts. I noticed in the midst of a 
group of Arabs, and strangely contrasting 
with their suobarnt faces, a pale and gray 
bearded white man, wearing a naval cap with 
gold bands, and a red woollen shirt, preserv- 
ing a:demeanor of calmouess before the Arabs. 
I said it was Dr. Livingstone, I presume; be 
smilingly auswered Yes. He informed me 
that be started in March, 1868, with twelve 
spearmen and seven librrated slaves, and 
travelled up the banks of the Rosuna, and 
his men gut frightened, and deserted, and re- 
ported Livingstone dead, as an excuse for the 
desertion. He crossed the Chambrei and 
found it to be not contiguous to the Zambesi, 
but.a wholly separate river, and he found it 
was called Farther or Luadada. He explored 
and found that 
source of the Nile, and the length of the Nile 
is about 2,600 miles. It is not supplied by 
the Luganies in the fedius within 180 miles 
of the explored ground, when he was obliged 
to return to Ujuji, destitute. Here we-met, 
aud we then left on the 16th of October, and 
arrived at Nugaugambe in the end of Decem- 
ber. We spent 28 days in exploring the dis- 
trict together. Livingstone left Nugaugambe 
to explore the mouth of Jamjamyika Lake, 
and the remaining 180 miles, This will oc 
cupy the next two years. 


EUROPE. 


Lonpow, July 2—Russell Gurney visited his 
constituents at Southampton last night. He 
spoke warmly of the Americans, whom he 
eaid were desirous of preserving friendly re- 
lations with Ergland; be thought an ipter- 
change of views between the two countries 
advisable. He cared not whether England 
was required by the Arbitrators at Geneva to 
pay twenty or forty millivns more or less, 
but it was necessary that both nations should 
see that busioess bad been done, and their 
disputes bonorubly settled.
